High school, 266; Kellogg school, 
368, Whittier school, 342; Le Conte 
school, 282; Lorin school, 260. Total, 


.5,8. 


President Boone, chairman of the 
special High 
School committee, re­ 
ported that he had interviewed Regent 
West Martin in reference to building 
a High 
School on the 
University 
grounds and that gentleman 
thought 
that it would be perfectly legal. He 
also stated that he had laid the matter 
before the Board of Regents. 
The 
committee were given further 
time in 
which to make their final report. 


The 
Finance Committee 
reported 
that it had made its estimate of the 
amount of money that would be re­ 
quired for the schools for the fiscal 
year. 


The committee on School Houses 
and Sites reported that it had entered 
into contract with H. T. Lingard to 
paint the Rose street school house for 


$69. 


The 
Committee on School Houses 
and Sites were directed to obtain bids 


for 
enclosing 
with 
glass the front 
[lurches of the Whittier and Le Come 
school houses. 


Professor 
Ardley 
addressed the 
Board upon the matter of drawing in 
the High School, dwelling upon the 
fact that as it is taught at present grad­ 
uates who desired to enter the Univer­ 
sity were greatly handicapped, being 
far behind the San Francisco and Oak­ 
land High' Schools in knowledge of 
drawing. 


The following resolutions in refer­ 
ence to the Wilmerding School were 
adopted: 


WHEREAS, It has been publicly an­ 
nounced that the Regents of the State 
University have appointed a committee 
to consider and report upon various 
sites offered for the location of the 
Wilmerding Trade School, and that all 
communication must be in 
writing; 
therefore 


Resolved, by the Board of Educa­ 
tion of the Town of Berkeley, that in 
its opinion the claims of Berkeley and 
especially the University grounds as 
a suitable site tor said school, should 
not be overlooked for the following 
reasons, viz: 


Hrst—That it was the evident inten­ 
tion of the donor, Mr. Wilmerding, 
that the school should be located in 
the immediate vicmity of the State 
University, lor if otherwise 
intended, 
he would have lollowed the example or 
precedents established in similar bene­ 
factions—notably in the James 
Lick 
benefaction. 


Second — That 
the 
University 
grounds furnish the best possible loca­ 
tion for said school, both in regard to 
requisite room and accessibility; the 
requisite room can be obtained with­ 
out encroaching upon grounds required 


for other puposes, and the accessibility 


is such that both steam and electric 
lines convey students to University 
grounds from the principal points on- 
or near the bay of San Francisco at 
merely nominal fares; and furthermore 
although so accessible the location 


j would be free from the obvious objec­ 
tion to a site near a crowded popula- 
1 tion. 


Third—That a course of study in 
practical mechanics or trades in con­ 
nection with other studies in a Univer­ 
sity course would prove of great value 
to many students, should this school 
be established in close connection with 
the University, nor would it be a radi­ 


cal departure from established usage or 
precedent, as an example is already 
afforded in the U. S. Agricultural 
Station upon the University grounds; 
universally commended as of great ad­ 
vantage to students in those branches 
closely connected 
with 
Agriculture. 


And finally 


Resolved, That the Secretary of this 
Board is hereby directed to furnish 
each member of the Committee on Lo­ 
cation of Wilmerding School, of the 
Board of Regents of the State Univer­ 
sity, a copy of these resolutions.

Others came in and among them 
were men of that quality o f business 


talent which was of that clear, cool, 


calculating order that carried 
saving 


with it. 
A m o n g those people were the 


Rockfeller's, whose wealth is now es­ 


timated equal to the Rothschild's or 


the English Nitrate K i n g North. 


T h e s e are only leading facts in the 


early and general history o f the dis­ 


covery of petroleum 
and its uses. 


W h e n first obtained in its crude 
state 


there were but few uses for it. 
Soon 
the inventive mind was at work and

A history of the early discovery on 


this Coast and of the various 
places 


where good prospects have been known 


for a long time 
would take up too 
much room for this article. 


The 
discoveries in L o s Angeles, 
which have proved remarkable, in a 
short space o f time, have caused 
peo­ 
ple all over the State to look 
into 
many cases where oil has been known 
to come to the surface and has been 


casually observed to pay more particu 


lar attention to the matter.

great deal of minor detail which came 


well into the hand of the newspaper 


man. 


A general outlook of the land about 


the extremely neat and well-kept prem­ 


ises of Mr. Miner, was that it was lo­ 


cated in a small valley of its own. 
It 


might be likened to a bowl with rather 


high and corrugated sides and a little 


irregular in its circumference. 


From the house, going in an east to 


south direction the distance 
was com­ 


paratively short, when the conductor 


brought them to the lower edge o f the 


foothills where an open cut had been 


made o f about ten feet in depth. 
T h e 


excavation formed a circle of about ten 


feet in diameter and was sufficient to 


show the formation of the ground. 
In 


the center of this 
little circle was a 


small pond of water, perhaps three feet 


in diameter aud about fifteen inches in 


depth. 
In half a dozen places o f the 


circle of this water 
bubbles came to 


the top in constant succession. 
T h i s 


proved to be gas. 
A n inverted pan 


with a faucet in the center 
was placed 


over the bubbling surface. 
In a few 


minutes the (sock was turned, a match 


applied and a gas jet of moderate force 


burned 
steadily. 
Oil, in its crude 


state, seemed to be constantly 
forced 


to the surface of the water and was 


easily skimmed off in a receptacle for 


the purpose.
